they returned the String of Wam- 

um received from theirBrethren, 
by the Hand of Shickcalamy, in 
Token that they had fully com- 
ply’d with their Requeft. 

I thank’d them for their Care ; 
but reminded them, that tho’ the 
Man did not die, yet he lay a 
long Time in extreme Mifery,and 
would never recover the free Ufe 
of his Speech, and was rendered 
lefs able to get his Livelihood ,and 
in fuch Cafes the Englifh Laws 
obliged the Affailant to make 
good all Damages, befides pay- 
ing for the Pain endured.--- But 
as the Indian was, in‘all Probabi- 
lity, poor and unable to make Sa- 
tisfaction, I told them, that for 
their Sake I would forgive him ; 
adding, had /Vebb died I make no 
Doubt but you would have put the 
Indian to Death, juft as we did 
two’ of our People who had kill’d 
an Indian; we caufed them to be 
hung ona Gallows, in the Pre- 
fence of many Hundreds of our 
People, to deter all others from 
doing the like, Canaffatego made 
me this Reply : ©The Jndians 
knew no Punifhment but Death ;

affected with the prefent. 

It is impoffible ever to enjoy 
ourfelves rightly, if our Conducts 
are not fuch, as to preferve the 
Harmony and. Order of our Fa- 
culties, and the original Frame 
and Conftirution of our Minds, 
All true Happinefs, as all that is 
truly beautiful, can only refult 
from Order. A Diforder and 
Confufion of Faculties in rational 
Natures, is as inconfiftent with 
rational Happine(s, as Irregularity 
andDifproportion with theBeauty 
of fenfible Objects, 

Whilft there isa Conflict be- 
twixt the twoPrinciples of Paffion 
and Reafon, we mutt be miferable 
in Proportion to the Struggle ; 
and when the Vidtory is gained, 
and Reafon fo far fubdued, as fel- 
dom to trouble us with its Re- 
monftrances, the Happinefs we 


have then, is not the Happinefs of 
our rational Nature, but the Hap- 
pinefs only of the inferior Part of 
us ; and confequently a very low 
and imperfect Happinefs, to what 


a the other would have afforded us. 


If we reficct upon any one 
Paffion and Difpofition of Mind, 
avitiacted from Viitue, we fhall 
foon fee the Dilconnexion be- 
tween that and true folid Hap- 
pinefs. [ris of the very Effence, 
for Inftance, of Envy, to be un- 
eafy anddifquieted. Pride mects 
with Provocations and Ditturban- 
ces upon almoft every Occafion, 
Covetoufnefs is ever attended with 
Sollicitude and Anxiety. Ambi- 
tion has its Difsppoiitments to 
four us, but never the good For- 
tune to fatisfy us. 

ThePaffions by being teo much 
converfant with earthly Objeds, 
can never fix in usa proper Com- 
pofureand Acquiefcence of Mind. 
Nothing but an Inc.fference to 
the Things of this World,an en- 
tire Submifion to the Wi)! of 
Providence nere, & a well-groun- 
ded Expectation of [iappinefs 
hereafter, can give us a trve {a is- 
factory Enjoyment of ourleives, 
Virtue is the beft Guard we have 
againft the many unavoidav - E- 
vils incident to us ; nothing bet- 
ter alleviates the Weight of the 
Afflictions, or gives a truer Re- 
lifh of the Bleffings of human Life. 

As Happinefs cepends upon the 
proper Frame and Difpofition of 
the Mind, it isin every “an’s 
Power to attain it ; becaufe it is 
in every Man’s Power to preferve 
the Faculties of his Minu in their 
right Order, and by that, to pro- 
cure his own Peace and Satis- 
faction, 
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What is without us, has not 
the leaft Connexion with Hap- 
pinefs, only fo far as the Prefer- 
vation of our Lives and Healths 
depends upon it. Health of Body, 
though fo far neceflary, that we 

* cannot be perfeftly happy without 
it, is not fuficient to make us 
happy of itfelf. Happinefs fprings 
immediately from the Mind ; 
Health is but to be confidered, as 
a Condition or Circumttance,

Sir Chaloner Ogle, Kt, Vice- 
Admiral of the Blue. 
Richard Leftock, Efq; Rear- 
Admiral of the Red. 
James Steuart, Efq; Rear- Ad- 
niral of the White. 
Mentz Aug. 27. 
The Army of the Allies, that 
had encamp’d for fome Days in 
he Neighbourhood of this City, 
began this Morning .to remount 
he Rhine, and to march towards 
Alface. It confifts of 60,c00 
kegular Troops, and 12,000 
uflars, Croats, &c.

If therefore 
fome Regard to them, joined to 
that which the Dignity of the 
Government requires at your 
Hands, can prevail on you to take 
this Matter into your immediate 
Confideration, it will redound 
very much to yourHonour and my 
Eafe. 

Having taken Notice, before 
my Departure from England, that

fuch areafonable Allowance for 
theirService, as may induce them 
to exert themfelves with Vigilance 
and Care, in whatever may con- 
tribute to the Welfare or affed 
the publick Intereft of the Pro- 
vince, 

I defire you Gentlemen, to be 
affured, Nothing in my Power 
fhall be wanting to demonftrate 
my real Regard and Attachment 
to the Intereft of this Colony ; 
I will endeavour to convince you 
of the Sincerity of my Intentions, 
by the Uprightnefs of my Adi- 
ons; and fhall always be well 
pleafed with my Adminiftration, 
when I[ know it ftands approved 
by the general Voice of the 
People.
